Ill* ilniust Iropouible to rcalixe. aUbough It bH been tb« anbjKt of 
ffMueul c mineDl, bow wonderful hM beao the ndTBuce made lu tbe 
gwiieii yean lu everything pertainlnyto iroUlug boive lutereala. Not 
tdrodu boa peered by eince i ge tleman, were be preeeut at a trotting 
coiilcet. went nut only with a guilty reeling, but denuded bimaeir prevf- 
u«ly of money, walcb, aud valuablee as carefully aa If he were going 
10 » urixe d-bt: the trotting courses of the country were In the hstido of 
jnpriiicipled incn for the most part, atid were fn-qneuted by the lowest 
ud mort dangerous clossee, and if one did not literally take bis life In 
bl. hand wheu entering their prectucts. he did tils pocketbook and other 
ourtsble property, for what liiile fraudulent races, thimble riggers, and 
(Seat cloth artists did not delude him out of. pickpockets and rulHans 
sere reasouaitly sure to get. The presence of a lady on a trotting track 
ooly leu years ago. was an unheard of event. There was a marked dif* 
(rreure lu favor of running races, which were encouraged lu many 
Pisces by ihe best people of the laud, and managed with an eye to re- 
ipecuhilUy and honesty; and In some coses special Interest In a strug- 

vie iKlweeu noted horses Improved the tone of trotting conte-ls; but 

such exceptions only proved the general rule that they were under the 
tau of decent public opinion. At the lime of which I speak It was only 
bere and there that any systematic attention was paid to breeding trot- 
Irrs and Klora Temple, a mare for a long time ol unknown petfigree. 
wts'iineeu of ihe turf. A man at that liiiie who would have (.aid ^*1.- 
ttiilnraborscof this gait, would have been universally pronounced a 
liinitic. There was little encouragement f r raising and perfect ing a 
last troller. as no winnings of much amount could be made, except by 
match r.icea wiih the worst sorrouiidlugs. 

Irrp Btliisalinosl liuimssible to realixe that this state of things ex- 
Isted only leu years aco, sluce the chase of tbe war. when 1 eousider 
Ibt present status of the trotting lior.-e interest. Upon this, it is nut 
my present purp 'Se to expatiate, remarks upttn it being altogether too 
Pile, further than lo call alteutioo to the facu that now our g. cat trot- 
ling races are conducted mainly by gentletuou of repnuiton and pro 
bity. and are attended by Ihe leading people in Ihe laud, of both sexes; 
t^l ittaiiy biindreds of thousands of dollars are auunady offered liy the _ 
ismclalloiis in premiuins: lhai even greater atleuiiou Is paid to the I 
breeding of Ihe trotting than of Ihe ruoulug horse, and more capital in- 
tested in the pnrsiiit; that the faslest record has been reduced m arly 
IIX seconds; and that the uotters. which have cost their purcha-ers 

I. nliuo and upwards, are numbered by the score, and their tititttber Is 
causiauily increasing. This great change Is. doubtless, prttttarlly due lo 
Ibu fact that we were ripe lor It. Eiery true man has tbe loveol a good 
burse bred in his bone, and It was not lu Ihe nature of ihltigs that these 
nuble aoinials should forever be pertiiltied to be prostituted lo Ihe base 
oom uf scouttdrels, and the tricks of Jockeys; proiesm against the gross 
ibuses of ihla chararler wore couatanlly heard; and It was only a ques- 
lion of time how soon Ihe orgsuixed effort was to be made which would 
reform them altogether. Very great credit is due lo the tuovetiieitl 
which drsl gave form and shape and voice lo the irrevaleut desire fur 
this reforttt, and It Is my inlenllou. In this article, lo briefly 
write its history, and all will agree Ihsl 1 do this wlieu 1 say what 1 
b.ve 10 say of Ihe association, whose uatiie viands at the head of this 

ctilitmn. buffalo has the honor of selling in inoliou the vigorous cur¬ 
rent of public opinion which has overwhelmed the nirrlad bad stir

There happened 10 be In that city a nuuilier of geolleiueii of means, 
Willi had a predlleciluii for this class of sport, snd who. lu couitnou 
Willi o hers nil over the country, were disgusted with tbe in an if r In 
which such races were invariably conducted, ’"here h id been a illful 

silciiipl made there, a few years before, under the auspices of a .Mr. 
buntiey, lo lisve a meelliig for larger purses than usual, suti at which 
Ihe coiilesls sliould he honorably inuiiaged. but It was a failure, rising 
hille. If any. uoove the oriliuary level, lu IHdii Mr. C. K, lluiiilin be- 
raiiie deeply iilipressed with the idea that an 
rifort for reform, on a scale cumparitively gruiid, wotilrl meet with suc¬ 
cess, both In liiiraediale pecuniary return and In starting a moveineul 

which won d meet with general sni-port. lie consiilleil with a fc-wr geii- 
lietiieu. such as lion. C. J. Wells. Gen, It. C. llowaid. Myron P. bush, 
sun ••ibera. who bearllly favored the project, and sh-rtly afier sent out 

miles to iweuiyflve or thlrly persons, presumahly of Ihe correct fallh ■ 

tailing a meeting at the Kraukllu bouse, a small hotel ooHeiieca street. 

In those days the modeet 
nrigiiia ora of the buffalo Park aspired not to the dignity of the Tlfft 

lliiuse. The gathering was well attended; a general discussion was 
had. and all present were in favor of giving a meeting.

The mauaeement wlaely eonaldered that one of tbe moet eeeentlal 

K ioie waa lu eecuregi^ order at Ibeir racoi. and to banteb the ob- 
!iluoahle featorea uaoally Introduced on curb oocMlona by cheap 
gambiere. la tbie they were eaclently aecooded by tbe poltco, 
and Ibe meeUng, which began Aogoet U, IMS, aid cootlnu^ foot dave, 
aa aiua day tbrewi ti, waa Marked by the 


entire absence of diaorder; tbe meeting waa a craod anccesa In every 
reapert. Tbe moat cele' rated horaes preeeot were Dexter. George M. 
Pateben. Jr., Ocoentl Batter. Rolla Goidduat. NabocktUh. Silas Kicb 
and Melton. The weather waa lovely, and there waa ahaolntely no mar 
to Ibe enjovment of tbe occaaiou of the prominent events of which I 
■ball apeak hereafter. Tbe "fair" being over. It became the duly of tbe 
trea’*urer. Mr. Hamlin, lo fljriire up. and he found faiinaelf able to send 
to Ibe taker of every share of stock, a check for the $50 he had paid in 
and $80.19additional; a clear profit of oearlvone hundred and forty 
per cent. 

The next year. U will He readily believed stock in the "Buffalo Trot- 
Untr Pair" was in great d mani. and. although tbe amount of premiums 
was Increased to $W.iiOO. no elecliuoeering wa>t needed to procure the 
necessary subsciiptlous. This year the meeting was also a financial 
■nccesf*. and it became recognized as one of tbo leading institutions 
of Buffalo; in fact, the one which gave the city moat prominence 
throughout the country. Tbe President of the fair, during 1866 and 
1667. and ever since, waa Hou C. J. M'elU. The following table shows 
the amount offered In purses by the Buffalo Park Association since its 
organization:

How to tVinler the Trotter. 

As I have bad severs! years experience in wintering trotters and trot¬ 
ting them the lullowlng Spring, and alto have been a close observer 
of the way others wintered ihi-ir trollers and bow they bandied or 
worked them, and of the pi rfurances of those horses in the subaequeot 
season after their different ini>dus of treatment; I have come to tbe 
cuDclnsioD that as much, or more, depends up >d the wimaring of a 
tndler as upon tbe working of him In Ibe Spring. If be has ueen win¬ 
tered properly almost any man uf good judgment can pnt him Into con- 
dlilon to trot a fnir race in June. Hut If be has not l>een wintered 
itroperly. hut allowed lo gel fat. the very beet trainer cannot get him 
into coodlUon to trot in the afore mentioned month, as there la much 
more danger of overworking when fat ihau If o(berwi<«e. 

£v.*ry year teaches me more and more bow to winter tbe trotter, as 
well as how to condition him lu tbe Spring. 1 have not thu least donbt 
but that Hiram Woodruff knew very welfbow to winter a trotter: but 
still I do not believe be cautioned bis readers half enough on this 
point, taking it for granted that to say "be careful and do 
nut let your burse get fat" would be sufllcieDt. Bat 
I have noticed that several students of Woodruff d) just tbia 
and allow their horses to get so fat (bat it Is impoasible, even with 
the beat of haudling I • ibe Spring, to bring ibem to tbe score In con¬ 
dition to troLa good race lu June: wbiiNt erith such handling aa nine 
out of ten get, they are not fit to trot during tbe season. 

But as I am nut about lo discus* training—we will retnrn to winter 
ing—our subject. As 1 have already said. I bate bad several years' ex¬ 
perience, and have ^eti a close observer both of bow horses acted after 
iny own system of winiering and the systems of others. 1 have 
learned lhai much depends upon (be wUiteriug: therefore I feel it my 
duty to alt horseuieii and owners to impart to all tbe readers of tbia 
ar Icic all I can of what 1 know of bow to winter a trotter. 

Fir^t: As soon as (he horse is done trotting for the season, and Is 
about lo go. or has already gone into winter quarters, 1 wonld take 
him to the blacksmlib's, have all the sUova pulled off 
and his feet well pan d, beluu' careful not to allow tbe fn»gs or ^oles to 
be tonched. niid after liavlngitbe (irrs and rim iif foot well rasped off, 
should you think ibe feet liabie to chip and break off. put tips on tbe 
front feet; but uiiless'ynnr htrrse s feet are likely to brettkdo not use 
tbe tips. Wben you are clone at the shop take him to a gOtH) large stall 
well bedded dnw’n with sweet dry siruw; give him pleiry of gimd tim¬ 
othy hay lo eat. together with cbop|>ed feed, competed uf one part oats 
to fuiir parts of liraii; let him have four quarts of this mixture night 
ai d nttirnli g w> I H Mule, with suit oica^ioually. This you will oud 
Aill keep your borse^witb a pood big middle, which is very easeutial; 
for 1 find I hill after Iroitiugall Ibe seiisnu that tbe intes(t>es of a 
horse iucoinv small ami contracted, and they should be 
Ulled up with feed tending to streich or enlarge them. No burse is as 
good after ixi-iiig his miclDle for any lenalb urtime: in fact, after a verv 
-hort time. I find ir loukrs hordes irritable—lu eburt It spoils their trot- 
iliu; dii*iH)sitioii to be k« pi fine clniwn toolong. 

Tlierefore allow yitur b«»rse to fill up well. ft<r it is very easy to taka 
(he iiiiddte ntf of niui^i i.or»es. and that before trotting many racts. 
Now tiittt you are feeding your hor*es ns above, you should huve a lot 
to turn him out Into e^ ery fine day. or ut least every day (bat it is not 
stormy. Coniittue this till aliuut ihe mid le t»r Jhuuary, but In tba 
m« outiine he careful that his fret are kc pt well oared down round tbe 
toe and edge or wall of the foul; ny letting the sole 
and ftog well down, it wi I have a tendency to spread tbe 
the font, which in ninety-nine cases out uf nhtiudred. is needed. Wben 
the I5(b of Jaunurv arrives you should cumiiic uce walking lii.li an hour a 
dav every day thut' it is fit to lie uflr on. If y«m have a Covered place fit 
for exercise, the horse should walk every day. rain or sunahihe; but If 
the Weather is at ail fit. Ihe exercise should be takeu In the open air. aa 
I believe fresh idr is of great value to a horse. Fur (his reason be care¬ 
ful to have plenty of fresh airlu your stables. 

Should your horse be thin aitd weak by the first of 
Fehrnary. whUU I would much prefer to being 
fat, you mav increase his feed a very Ultle. but it Is bel¬ 
ter to be on the safe side and feed too little than leed tm) much grain; 
hilt let tbriii hive plenty of hay. tsbould your horse appi nr too 
fat. stop the grain einirely. hut give three quarts of bran utgbt and 
morning, andwiilk him further and longer. 

The first of March arrives, and should pul you on yi»orgnard. as It Is 
The Worst moi.iU for calchlngcolds; but still It ii time to cummeuca 
joggli'g your horse and it should l*e done every day that is at nit pleas¬ 
ant; Im: do not work riiongh to warm him np much, as that is when 
they catch cold. Continue to jog every Hue day ihruugn .March from 
fi\e to leu miles a day. By the first ol April the weather is generally 
better, and >nii lliusi he sure that your h>*rse is not too fat, but r.*tber 
liKi iKHu; in fuel. I want him fhtu on the first of April, for during April 
you Ciiu alv^ays lav on a Itllle lle-h. mid give your horse siiength. too, 
as you cmi work imt lliile through Aorll. and the horse will be atmut 
sure to lay oii flesh, e eu should you not want It: so that If tbe first of 
May comes on you with your hor-e t< u fat. you are abuiil sure to get 
a good day amin, so that you m ly Wiok «>ut quite siro»«g; 
bni If your horse is much lo fnt. you are about sure to have him a 
ihuHiping. which he will nui quite gel over before Ihe Ut of June. 
About this lime you want lo see a inal. so away you go and xWe a re¬ 
peal trml :31 and ::<2 H : very good Indeed for tbe sea-*i u of the year. 
But should your horse be a ttliU’ itm fat. yt-u have almost, if not quite, 
ruined tour him for Ibe sea-on. You nisv do everjlhnig in your pow¬ 
er. but he will not get up to the mdeh unless you entirely let up on him 

f«»r a few Weeks and give him uothiiu but grass, as grasa bat a great 
goiid effect, especially at that season of tbe year. 1 will wind up in a 
nut shells’Keep your horse lu a clean, well bedded box, well venti¬ 
lated; give him pleuty of exercise: be sure to give but Utile grain, bat 
plenty of good hay." By tbia. In June, you will have a trotter.

10 wipe off the heavy expenses be baa lucnrred since hie residence In 
England. Mr. Sanford and his trainer, Chsrlea LUtledeld, have, during 
iheir slay In this country, made Ihemrelvee popular with the New¬ 
market rare gtH-ra. and ll must have been extremely grarifying lo both 
111 hear the long-continued sh<»ute of applause that greeted the victory 
of the Yankee blue. We do nut suppose there has been • more tbor- 
oDahly popttlar victory at Newmarket this seaaoo than that of Bay Wnal 
on Thuredsy last, ano wa hope and trust that tba victory of thefonr- 

year old la the fureruouar of many others for hlmeelf and stable com- 
panlona."

Se(|iiels to tbe Epizootic—Chronic Cough. 

Although not fatal nor even anything serious, but one of the most | 
unpleasant and annoying seqoels to tbe epixoolic infiuen/.a la chronic I 

eouiih. ^ I 

Coughing is an act of nature to remove any foreigu Irritating sub- 
stances friou the throat or bronchial tubes, whether Inhaled with tbe ' 
air inspired, or food finding its way by accident, or medicine descend- i 
iug through ignorance or carelessness In administration. Into the ira- i 
cbea and lUeuce to the lungs, causing irritation of the most highly sen- 
siiivu meiubriue in the whole body—tbe miiconamembrane of the 
larynx. 

The physiology of coughing ie as follows. It is a refiex actiou In 
which the diaphragm and ahdniueual muscles are Involved as tbe 
agents of force and tbe lungs and air passages as tbe parts in whose fa¬ 
vor the effort is expended. Tbe existanev or the Irilatiuu is carried by 
the nerves to the bead center of nervous force (the brain) and then 
back to the different parts to be used in the expulsion of the irritant 
causing 1 st a (ull. deep inspiration, Und a spasmodic contraction of the 
diaphragm and abdomeual muscles cauaidg a sudden, forcible expira- 
tluu taking with it uiiy extraneous substance that interfered with the 
free passage of air to and from the lungs. Coughing ia 
usually symptomatic of some disease as curyxa, bronchitis, 
iiifiueuza. pneumonia or catarrh. It geuerallv accouipauiea broken 
wind, often exists lu glanders, and may through sympatbetic action he 
one of tbe symptoms of worms lu the fntesliues. There are many dif¬ 
ferent kinds of cough, and as tbe practiced finger detects the variations 
in tbe pulse, so will tbe accustonjed ear recognize and locate the differ¬ 
ent cougba. The healthy coQgh. just to remove any sub¬ 
stance from the larynx, as bits of food or water, wbicb entered wblle 
tryi«'g to swallow too fast or while drinking; is a strong, vigorous, elial* 
low cougb. causes no pain, and is done wiin tbe mouth open, and tbe 
subject almost invariably tueezes after it, which Is gen¬ 
erally ab^etfl in all other cooghn. The cougb of coryza 
or common cold, is a short, backing suiterttclal one; 
that of laryngitis is a trifie deeper than the laat, and a 
good deal mure painful, which is very perceptible; that of bronchitla 
at first ia dry and bosky, but as the disease advances U becomes more 
prolonged, and Is a deep, hollow, painful cougb. one that ezcltea an ex¬ 
pression of pity in tbe minds of those In bearing; and It ia done with 
tbe mouth c.osed. and oo sneeze afterwarde; drv cougb bec«>mes moist 
when the stage of effusion foliowi tbe dry inlfammatory stage. The 
chronic cougb Is recognized by being abort, husky, Mckiog 
mi«l superficial, indicating that It la In tbe throat, it la painless, 

I he horse may or may not aneezu afterwards U la 
generally spasmodic. Going into a change of temperature, either 
cold or warm, any sadden oxertioo. irregnlar motion, or drinking 
cold water, may bring on a fit of cuoubiiig that may last several min¬ 
utes, There is a chronic infiammatiuo and tbickeufag of the inucona 
membrane of the larynx and pharynx, which Interfere with the action 
of the mucous follicle* Mituate in tbe membrane, cauaing a perverted 
secrutioD which may be eilber superabundant and altered in 
quality or oi-arly entirely suppressed: and tbe vocal cords 
are mure particularly affect^, being enlarged and leas 
elastic, giving rise to a peculiar hoarseness that is uoUc* 
exhle' in tbe cough. The parotid and lymphatic glands are gen¬ 
erally somewhat enTarged and indurated; there Is oo aoreuesa about the 
throat, lull an irritability cunstantly exists, owing to tbe very seoalUva 
rhararler of the parts Involved, which we take advantage of when wish¬ 
ing to make them congb, by pressing tbe trachea at that part between 
Ibe thumb and fingers: Tbe poet moriem appeanuicet are a thickening 
of the mucous membrane ana vocal cords, and either byperirupby or 
atntpby of tbe mucous tolltclee. 

Tbe treatment of chronic cough la, on the whole, very nnsatisfactory. 
Temporary relief can be given, but only to canse disappointment 
by a reinro of the cough upon tbe eitgbtest cause when we bad hoped fur 
a cure. The only treatment that we can place any dependence upon le 
long continued and eevere counter Irritation andaebange occaabmallyot 
ibe coQDier Irritant used wUb a strict attention to tbe general health with 
occasional Internal remedies. Commence by rubbing lo aboutafinid 
ounce of liquid bllaler, composed of liquor ammonia, oil of tnrpeoline 
and linseed oil to equal parts, ones a day, till s good blister le obtained; 
when nearly well apply cantharideao blister of one part of hpanisb files, 
pulverized, to four of lard, and when the effects of that are nsarly 
bealed apply a good blister of blnlodide of msreory—one 
part to eight of lard, and follow this If necessary 
with the ointment of Iodide of potaaelnro—one to eight of lard to re¬ 
move enlargemenia; a little well rubbed In once a day for three weeka, 
will generally reduce all cnlargeraenta. 

Now, all of this may aeem rather aevere, but we would add, do It 


well; It may not succeed, but lu U lies your only hope. In a^dUlon to 
the above, give the animal an entire change or food; give him bran, 
carrots, turnips, potatoes, etc.; put him lu high, dry quarters, where he 
will gel pleutv of pure fresh air, and give biin lu a ball once a day-ex¬ 
tract of beilaaonna and gum camphor of each one drachm, digitalis, 
pulverized, and calomel, of each naif a drachm. Give five or six doses, 
then rest a week or ten days and repeat. These doses are for adult 
boraea of average size, and should be Increased or dimluiabed to suit 
larger or smaller ones. Some authors recommend aetous, but the 
above will be found to be iuAnUely superior. Tbe treatuieul of aymp- 
louistlc cough coualata lu removing tbe cause—cure the original disease 
and tbe rough will generally disappear.

I.—XAMAOKMEST Or THE STt'D POO. 

I will suppose that you are fortunate enough t«i be the possessor of an 
excellent (tog. of some particular breed to which you have a fan^ y. 
Perbapa he has lakeu many Ami prizes, and ia duhiic*! champion. Me- 
inemtmr. however, it la u^t every one who can aspire to ihe honor of 
po#se##ing a champion: for honor U undoubt dly fa. especially if It be 
a dog that the owner has both bred and reared. If you are determined 
to be at Ibe lop of the tree in any breed- I do not c.iru which, whether 
toy-tau. or Sctdcb. or Skye, or the ”bu rdly * St. 1 ernsni himself—you 
must nuke that particular bree<l a siiidy niid A specialty. You must 
study the points and characteristics of that breed us recognised by the 
best spnrtsm> n and Judges, in Ihe Acid, in the bouse, and nn the r*Row- 
beucti; and you luurt never so far for.*et yourself as to swear enitrely 
by any particular dog. The dug is not living who may not, or might 
not be beateo. 

Almost any judge will tell you the (law# and defects of your dog. 
But do not heed wbal any single judge niuy (eil you, until it has been 
lubstaiitiiitod by (he opliiious of others. Yon can thus be certain 
about wbat you are doing, and bv itreeding Indiclously you will be aide 
111 a few g**neratluu# to gt*t rid of the objectionable |e*ints. Uo not he 
disheartened, and never f<irget that there is room for dozens of cham¬ 
pion dogs in all breeds, and that (here is money to be made ou all of 
them, niu your reward Is mi( merely a pecuniary one, for ou have 
al“o the SAti#Iiictlon of knowing that you are alto Improving the breed 
of this cunniry's dogs. 

1 will (aku till' bypoiliesis. then, that you are in possession of a dog 
which you can. without fenr of coniradictlon, iiiib champion—one 
wutMe name Is very iivur. at the top of the poll. 1 shall lake It for 
granted, loo. llml In placing ihat dog at sriid yoii are actuated, as much 
as by anything else. t»j asinu ro (le-<re »o improve the lifecd to which 
vniir dog beloiijs. Then it is lOi'y fair and reasonable that yon should 
l>e remunerated f r your trouble and pains, lint beware of being too 
sanguine t«r loo eager. Your dog ha# gotten a good name, he I* well 
known to the press and to me fancy, ami you will receive many solid- 
tai|-ins r*ir his use. Uo not make your tee ton higli. Stale noihing in 
your rtdverilsetneiii lu the slighie-t w ty exaggerated or Incorrect, and 
ralloT In) under than over the mark In estimating the merits of your 
own dog. Menilon In the udvertiseinriii the houi>ra lie has Ukeu. aud 
when and whore, the chainpiiius he lus beaten, and also the terms re- 
ipiirod for hie services. 

Tile amount of fee charge I for the services In stud of a champion dog 
depends A go«Yd deni Uinm ihc breed and llie iiuinbiir of hounre he has 
gAlned. 

h'ees range from £l Is or £< i#. upward# a# high as t’lMiii. or £it. 
For toy dog*. It illan greyhounds. I'omeMiiUii. Ualiuatlnn, MtiKesit, 
and other cnampions of dial 11 *. £i g#. would hn antule fee. For RIeii- 
helms, pug# King t'hnrira spaniels, and Scotch iVorkshlrel terriers, 
three guinea* is a fair fee. The foe for foX terriers, while Kngllsb, 
black and tan. bull terriers, hull dog*, and Hrotil“b collies, ranges 
from ttiree to live guinea#. That for Ncwfoiindlanrl*. reirteven*. set¬ 
ters, oitrrtionud*. the larger spinirlH. foxhound# Aiid harriers woald 
hii about rtv«« guineas, or even more. For diniiiplon greyhounda anil 
Iri-h sotiors. fancy fees, ranging from Ave to itfteen gutiieas, are often 
a«ked and fen ived. Th# «erv(e*‘s nf sin h a dog, for example, as the 
r< d sattwr f*altni r«'on would im cheap enough at twelve gulneaa or 
mort> IlighiT In the scale come i haiiipion d«i*irhound#. mastilfa .It. 
It' rnurds, and hltunllionnil#. and th*< fees rh' *e animals win r«iige from 
ten lip to twenty guiiie im. Those I ean*lil**r Just and fair ftrea, lor good 
pedigree, hlo Mi and rhamidon strain can hardly he loo dear 

It It a good plan. If ym cau manage It. to have two dove of the tama 
b'c-d on stud at the t ime time, at dliTervnt fees, according to hotiost 
A id quality, ao that (he party who comna to foo for blood may cbooeo 
his own dog Al hla own price. 


If you have valuable doge at stud, never neglwt to have stud cards. 
These are generally very oruameiual. and made to fold like a little p*>rt- 
follt), aud tiave a good photograph of (he dog oii one side, and ou the 
01 her a printed list of (he prtaca he has won. They are sold at eixpeuce 
or one shilling, or are given gratis. 

It is a very common thing to see In the stud column of 77ks Fltld or 
Thf Ltr^ Sfort Journat such an advertlseniect as the following: “The 
ebampiou dog So and-so will serve a limited number of cipprorsd 
blicht-s,” etc. If you have a champiou to advertise at stud, do not fol¬ 
low auch nu example. Limit the number of bitches by all means, but 
iu all bouesty keep out that word "approved for If 
you have a (eu-guiiiea cheque in your band, aud Ibe bitch la there 
waiting, I don't think you will be over faetldlous atmut bur points or 
quality. You will not be over-eager, I believe, to return (be bitch 
lonhwlth or the cheque either. 1 candidly coufess I never sent a hitch 
from iny kuuuel uiiaerved, aud never seut back a cheque tltber. except 
twice. In one case the bitch was diseased, and Wiiula nut have held; 
In ibe other, she had by accldeul already formed au attachoieut lo a 
dog of a meaner breed. 

tVoplo. however, wilt tell you that If you let your dog serve bitchus 
who are not altogether up to the mark, the pu|>s are bound to he had, 
and a discredit to (her father—spoil his uaiiie. in fact. 1 don't believe 
it. and as to (he pitini being had. at alt events they would be worse If 
the hitcb had been served by an Inferior dog. besides, you must re¬ 
member that the pups take mo<e afler the sire than the dam. 

lu your corrcspondeQoe with the owner of the bitch that la going to 
vl#i( yotir kennel, be sure to let him know that be is to send her on a# 
soon tt# there are the slightest signs of her coming In seasuo. Tbia I# 
known as foll**ws: 

I. Slight eiilargemeut of (ho tunls and (hr euuiliitlou of milky or 
serous nuid when they are squeezed. 

i Swelling and redness of tbe Utdin cagintp. or natural parts. 

S. Discharge of suuious matter and blood therefrom. 

4. increased desire to rump nod play wiih any dog she may meet. 

5 increased attention on the pari of other dogs towards her. 

As sOiUi A* word is brought to you that (he hitch h 'S arrived at your 
kennel, go and examine her. aim if you think (hat time wMI permit, 
give her the Arst night to rest, and recover from the fatigue# of the 
j'Uirney. At any rale lei her have food and water, and a good hour's 
rest. Us well as a run In the yard. 

The best lime lo turn the dug in It lu ttie morning, after tbe hitcb ha# 
had breakfast and a ruu in the yard, or at night, when all is quiet. 
Leave matters very much to nature, only be (here yourself to wiilcb. 
and if a large breed of dog have some one else to help you. Beware of 
jetting your dog exhausted from tbe uuwUliugiiess of the hitch. Y'ou 
cau tell in aho»t ten minutes whether (be engagement is likely to take 
place that uigtit; if you see (hat there Is no cliaiice. 4’su/is/ «/; ttf onre. 

Home t>eople will tell yon fbit neither during colmbitatiou nor stmo 
after inuAt you permit (be bitch to drink water. This is simply non¬ 
sense. 1 always have water handy, and dog nr bitch nmy drink as much 
a.# they care to. aud I have never seen any evil restilu follow. 

Maiden hitches are generally a great annoyance from Arst to last, and 
fo*^re (nor loo rnneh. remember). Is often required. 

Never nut yonrstud dug more than uuce to (he hitch, unless specially 
requeaied tu do so by the owner; then do so hy hII means, but let 
twenty-four hours, or even more, intervene betwi-en the times. 

When all Is over, let tbe bil' h be kuunelled ut once upon clean, dry 
straw, and the dug bathed under, ainl afterwards watered and fed. 
This Is not so necessary with sporting dogs. 

lu the larger breeds of dogs some bitches require to be taped or muz¬ 
zled ta wire muzzle Is the bust). ThU itt dune lo prevent either your¬ 
self or the dog from being bitten, although It la nearly always the dog 

Home tnaidt-n bitches want to cet clear tbe very moment the busines# 
is ovi-r. This Is uut natural, and il pulls the dug ubOMt and hurts him. 
Ho in a case of this sort, sbe must b ' held Armly and gently soothed, 
while an assist am helps the dog to turn round. 

After about a quarter >'f an hour bos elapsed, you may wash tbe dog> 
mouth with cold water, and even dash a few drops uu hm tongue and 
nose, but no other interference is JiistiAable. 

If you And .vour dog is bleeding after getting aw ay, tumhio him at 
once, and apply cold water till the blood ceases to dnw. 

If your dog has been bitleo, or you yonraelf have, wash iu soft water 
to which common salt bos been added, and cauti rise at once. 

Small dogs are not ■> much trouble, aud may geuemlly bo left to tbe 
freedom of their own will. 

Never on any consider itlon lower vourself or your dog hy accepting 
tbe promise of a pupurp*>ps as a /ee. uiiIca# It i# a very ponieular 
friend indeed. Thu rule 1 .*, lu husiue-a of this imture. (Uai the fee 
shall he sent ou the same day a.# tho bitch, aud this rule should be strict¬ 
ly adhered to. 

To Save accident, bitches shnuid always be sent in a basket or box. 
and It Is Usual lo keep (bem for a week; afterthal lltne there Is no dtii- 
g«'r. even if they should meet aud be embraced by mongrels. 1 am quite 
convinced of this. 

If you pij“8es8 a champion dog. take my advice, do not he tempted to 
stud him too much, or you may kill tbe goose woo lay# the eggs of 
gtdd. One bitch a fortnight is about as much a# any dog can (to, tu 
have good stock and retain his constitution. 

Fued your d g very well when al stud, and give him oc 
CAslunally a light iroa tonic—tbe phosphate of iron is an good a* any 
thing else. If be begins to get thin, stop Ills studding and give 
him a luonib s rest, tonics, and cod-l{ver oil. It Is not the uctnat stud 
diitg. perhatMi. that reduces blm In tte-b* but dogs are the most #ensltlvu 
of ati auimals. and very nfteu (ret and worry, aud refuse food diirlug 
the time «>f tbe hitch's visit, and soniethneilmes for day.# thereaftiT. 

If A hitcb misses to a dog. tbe fault may he ibu doit's, or It may be 
her's. Tbe dog At the time of tbe visit may have been a little out of 
sorts. At al! events, tbe custom In a case of (his s«>rt is. that the bitch 
shall come /res to tbe dog when next lu season, or another bitch luslead 
at half the nsuat fee. 

A good champion dog of a fashionable breed Is very valuable prop¬ 
erty 1 have kuown as much as three hundred guineas netted iu one 
year In Ibe stud fees of a single dog. 

If, however, you pusse-s valuable dog*, always try to have yourself 
the very best bitches of (he same hreeiTtbat you can procure. S’tm will 
dnd it a ve« V proAlable Investment, for you will have no diflicully In

A young pointer of 
equal rank, where shall we And? Take down the Dehrutt s peerage of 
the cuuioe world, my friend Burges’ coHoctlou of pedigrees, how feebly 
the pointer crawls in towards (be end ; or take a turn at tbe s|K>rting 
papers. Here again Is the ubiquitous seller; bis (ail. his nose, his eye 
brows, bis vent, his height, his age, his weight; well, in point 
of fact, as Mlcawbur would say. everything connected wllh 
everybiMiy's setter is carefully noted. Ills pedigree long drawn out is 
IKxnimaafy paraded fur our weekly delecUilloii. HU birtn and baplism 
are trltimpbanlly heralded to an expecUtii world. Tbe gambols of his 
chlldhomf. the varying phases of his sanitary condltiuu. Ills chicken- 
killing adventures; all ihese. os being linpurtant L*vcuia in the world'a 
history, are duly chronicled In undying print. 

Mauwbile hardly a word fur tbe poor pointer. Deserted aud nnhon- 
ored Is he loft to moralize over the whims of flekie fortune. Hut few 
ofbUold friends remain to offer him their sympathy.

Tbeytaku a young, timid dug Into the fluid and act him tuwork; 
atmiier or later he begins to draw ou suin«tUi»ig—It may bo game (»r It 
may be a chippy bird, a inuuse. a crab, a frog, (»r a shsep, 
all of which yuung dogs arc liable tu wilnl. Up comus 
Ills master, all excitement, and what dims ne d >? The flrsl 
thing Is. steady! careful! or lu-bol one uf the three. The dog 
stops makes a dead point, tbe master kick# arutiud. flndt nothing, 
srolda the dug. costs blm off again and the same ttaiug U repeate I next 
day ; wberea#, if the (log was let alone he would draw for an insiaut 
and pass on, I am acquainted with a gentleman that paid $18i1 for a 
very handsome pointer that is utterly worthless on tbU account, aud 
ho# becume a coiiflrined false pointer. 

There Is also another cao*e which a great many aiKHriimen never 
think of. which canses a great many dog# to point false; «#pe('.laUy to 
hunting wllh tbe wind when the dog is ahead of and cmsslug and re- 
crossing In frunl of them.

This la 
oue uf the wor#t fuainree that sp^irtsmen have to contend with, ao dogs 
will orent a cripple much further thou they will sound birds, and nn 
less they ore quite deiwt wb«n they are put Into the sack they must ex 
peel more or les# false points.

Give 
one daily till a cliunge is noticed. Apply externally with smart rub¬ 
bing a liniment of spirits of turpeullne, laudanum aud aqua amonla in 
equal parts. 

P. U. Brighton.—Wliat can 1 do for a dog tbat aupoara to have caught 
cold, shivers continually, has some fever and has great difficulty in 
passing his stools, also runa a little at tbe eyes and nose. Tbe dog had 
tbe distemper over a year ago. and 1 cannot think It ia tbat trouble. 
Has been ill in Ibis way for about a week. Ans.—Give a tablespoou 
ful of castor oil to open tbe bowels, repeating the dose every six hours 
till this effect is proouced. then if the cough Is tronbleeome give night 
and morning a pill composed of ipecacuanha I grain, powdered rhu¬ 
barb’i grains, purified opium 1 grain and compound squill pill 1V4 
grains. Feed on soft food and keep the dog ()ulet till tne fever has 
abated.

A good 
pill Is sulphate of xinc 3 grains, extract of gentian 2 grains, to be ^veo 
three times a day. Keep the bowels open but not loose, bv giving veg¬ 
etables in the food Stop diarrhfea at once If It sets in. uf )i will weatc- 
en the dog. which mnst be avoided.

Ana.—Your dog is suffering 
from worms. Tbe kind of worm wc cannot say tiU some are exhibited, 
aa tbe effects of tbeir existence, as shown dy the symptoms, sre the 
same, or nearly so. with all kluds of worms, which are: rou^b. dry coat, 
precarious appetite, emaciation, cough, bowels sometimes coustlpated, 
and at other times ap*;roachlDg diarrhiea, and convulsion^. Tbe head 
is most always effected, as tbe symoatbetic system is very f*ensiiive In 
the dog. Treatment.—Give him from one to two dracbnih <»f powdered 
arecauut. according to tbe sixe of tbe dog, on an empty htomach, aud 
follow next day wlln a dose of oil. a dessert spoonful of each of castor 
and olive oil mixed.

N. L. Hoka. Minn.—Will von be kind enough to tell me what to do 
forwhirlbono lameneea? My horse has been lame from it for about 
six mouths. It burU him to back and turn. Tbe lameness passes off 
with exercise; hut if he gets warm and staods it is worse. It seems to 
be ill tbe whirlboue sinew. Ans.—In our opinion your horse undoubt¬ 
edly has boue spavin. 

J. 8.. Davenport. Ia.—Will you please inform me of the best way to 
improve poor ^*gs in tbe forefeel of horses and make them grow? Aos 
—Carofui attention to the general beallh of the feet will prove saliefiic- 
tory. If there Is any disease attend to it, if not. pack the feet at night 
with any clean moist substance; do not allow Bis own excrement or 
any other dirt to collect and remain packed on the sole and around tbe 
frog, and pay careful attention to tbe shoeing. 

Jobu F.. Oxford, O.—1 have a horse tbat has a very bad corn on tbe 
inner beel of left forefoot; it has mattemted, and be will hardly touch 
his foul to the ground. Will you please tell me what to do for It? 
Ans.-Poultice the foot lo soften the hoof aud remove the heat and 
lainsness, aud then open the core freely, with a drawing knife pare 
away all the horn around the core to get at tbe bottom lo liberate tbe 
pus, imultlce for a day or two till rnnuiug stops, then dress with tow 
and tar, sbje with bar shoe, taking care that it does not preas on that 
bad. 

A. D. P.. Geneva. 111.—Will the veterinary editor of tbe CntcAoo 
PtBiu please tell me what to do for lampus In a tbroe.year-old colt? 
home tell me to have them burnt out; hot tbat seems to me to be too 
barbarous Ans.—Nothing can be more "barbarous" than to burn nut a 
horse's palate with a red-hot Iron, and we are glad your humanity saved 
the colt uvedless pain and tbe loss of bta palate. Scarify tbe swollen 

f >art slightly to make It bleed a Utile, and keep him on soft feed for a 
ew days, putting a teaspoonful of saltpetre in his masb once a day 
for a week. 

S. 11. 0.. Cleveland, O. — l have a horse that was kicked Inst Winter 
on (he inside of ibe bock, and at present there Is a puff about two 
Inches long and one inch wide; can it be removed? and if blistered 
should tbe horse be let run In (he pasture? Ans.—Try pressure on 
it- put a pad over the enlargement and bandage tightly, and keep It 
wet with cold water for a few days, then blister with hlulodlde of mer¬ 
cury ointment—one of mercury to eight of lard. He had better be left 
lo auriog the treatment, bnt a run at paatun^ aflcrwarns will be benefl 
clal; but there is no C4«rtaiDty of removing the puff. 

8. A., Terre Haute. Ind.-I have a colt one year old (hat has quite 
large puffs on the Inside of the bocks. Just above (be point where a 
hone spavin usually makes lls appearance. They are soft and have not 
as yet cansed any lameness. Thev made their appearance abont May 
Ist.

Ans.—If they are very bad It would be better to give him a few day’s 
rest, and keep them Clean and dry; clip off the hair and mb In a little. 


N. C..8t. Paul, Mlbu.—One of my horaea picked op a nail lu tbe 
street a few daya ago; we examined the foot a.d found the nail; It 
went lo about Batf way between tbe polio nnd beel of the frog between 
Ibe frog aud bar; we pulled It oat and tuiivd In some nitric acid to 
bum It out, and expected he would be ready for work lo a day or two, 
but be is au lame be hardly touches tile foot to the ground and seems to 
be getting worse.

Ans.-Nothing could be more barbarous or nseless 
than to turn oltne add, or any other powerful caustic, into a wound: 
juft try it on roQiaelf tbe first lime you have a wound If you want coo- 
vlnclng proof. A horse Is "flesh and blood" the same aa man, and. aa a 
rule, wbat Is good for a man Is good for a horse, and eice certa. When 
a nail la found in a horse’s foot pull It out,wash the fool perfectly clean 
lo rid of all dirt and gravel, theu pare away the sole around tbe bole 
ffreely to give vent to tbe matter that will form, tbeu poultice the foot 
well till tWe is DO discharge, then dress It with tar and toe. There la 
pna pent up In your horse’s fool ibat must be liberated; open it freely 
nom the bottom and apply tbe treatment as above. 

P. T., Crete, Neb.—1 think my horse has tbe bote. Very often, every 
day or two. he seems very uneasy, paws In tbe stall, aud sometimea be 
rolls down and kicks. Tbe horse doctors here say It is tbe bote, and 
eacb one baa a separate remedy.

Tbe method of obtaluing a fielding record is to take 
the percentage of all plays to chances, ana ie the only true or valuable 
inetDod; because under any other system tbe plaver wbu msKes a good 
play has no credit given bim fur the play, unless the mao running is 
put out. which may oot be tbe case'ifeu error is made by tbe player to 
whom (he ball Is seul for that purpose. The present system of scoring 
however, is such tbat no correct fielding record can be given, and It ia 
Impossible to do so from your figures.

Gri'b in Hmeep.- Grub In sheep Is caused by the depotit of the eggs 
of (be sheep gad fly. •rsfrus oris, wlibtn the passages of (be nostrils: 
this occurs during Ibe months of July And August. The eggs thus de¬ 
posited hatch, and the larvu* or young grubs crawl up tbe nostrils to tbs 
sinuses, where by means of the fenfucM/o or hooks, which grow from 
tbe sides of their mouths, they attach themselves to the menibraue lin¬ 
ing, (be cavities of tbe oiwu. and thus remain feeding until ibe follow 
Log year. After batching aud during the progresa of ascension by tbe 
worm, the 'sheep tosses Its bead, snorts and becomes temporarily 
distracted. 

After remaining within the sinuses through the Winter and early 
8pring, it abandous its bold at the approach of warm woather. crawls 
down tbe passages, again producing great irritailon, exciteni ent 
and apparent distress. Escaping through ihe anue it drops to tbe 
ground, burrows theredo, changes to a chrysalis, and at length emerges 
as the gad fly, to again reproduce its kind. The growth or the grub in 
tbe bead uf the sheep is uot necessarily dangerous. If tbe sheep appear 
tineafy, fall off In flesh In early Spring, wander alHuit twisting tbe 
bead, and the mneou* discharge from the nose is bloody, then It Is 
time to administer remedies lo discharge tbe larvii*. Tobacco water 
may be strongly syringed up the noee, or tobacco smoke blown up 
(be noetriis by means of a clay pipe, first covering the head of the 
ebeep. Tbe remedies should be applied very carefully. 

Halp-Bred BitPPALoa —It has been fully demonstrated, and may be 
now set down as an established fa<'t. (hat the cross of the buffalo with 
mtlcb cows are of a gentle disposition, and yield a fair amount of very 
rich milk. I^e male produce of this cross make excellent bulls, and 
when croesed with milkers of any of the milch families, yield 
largely of a rich quality of milk, from which tbo finest butter cau be 
made. In certain oectlnns of Nebraska, especially in Howard county, 
half and qtlarte^br«^ buffalo stock is quite common. Notwtthatandiiig 
tbe dairy stock iu tbat 8tate. crossed origlnallv with tbe buffalo, were 
of ao ordinary character, the half breeds yield an awrue of fourtoeii 
to sixteen quarts per day, tbe milk being of a rich and fine flavor, mak 
log the best of butterjind very nearly equalling the Jerseys iu the qitan 
tity obtained from a given proportion. These facts are obtained from 
Mr. J. W. Cunnlugbam, now of Brie, Pa., formerly of Howard 
County, Nebraska, who vouches for their correctness, having largely 
experimented with these half and quarter-bred buffalo cows, 'nils will 
prove of great value to tbimaaods of breeders and farmers In the far 
West, and notably so in view of tbe fact that besides tbe dairy q^uallty 
which these half breeds poesess In a remarkable degree, they Ulce on 
flesh and fat rapidly, ana make excellent beef.

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THE MEMPHIS FIELD TRIALS-AFTER THE 
BATTLE. 

The Memphis Field Tri tla of 1876 are over, and the pent- 
np aifODT of a year is ended; the fond hopes of the cham¬ 
pions of the blue bloods have been realized, while the 
expectations of the defenders of the natives, stimulated by 
the successes of last year to naticipale even more than then 
have met with a crushing disappointment. Verily, history 
repeats itself even under difterent circumstances, sni the 
plains of Memphis have proved a second Waterloo for those 
who pinned their faith to the conelomerate natives. 

At Memphis last year the aged and experienced natives 
met the scions of Imporled blood In but their puppy form, 
for there was not a niMvepunpv inthepnopy stakes. Not¬ 
withstanding the contempt in which the imported dogs and 
their progney were professed to be held.and the derision burl¬ 
ed at the importers of them, yet not a native was willing to 
meet them on an equa' footing; it was only hy beerJiiig the 
natives in the champion and brace slakes lhai Ihe progeny 
of imported dogs could get a chance to try conclusions with 
them. It was an unequal contest, youth against age, and 
in-experience against experience; but little decisive could 
be expected from such an unequal contest. Heavily handi¬ 
capped the blue bloods did well tboutrh defeated. Great was 
the rejoicing among the anti-blues and "I told you so,” was 
repeated on all sides. Not discouraged, but realizing the 
disadvantage at which the blue bloods contended, their 
champions prophesied in their aged form a turning of the 
tables, and to the very letter has the prophesy been fulfilled 
In the Champion and Brace stakes a native did not gel 
placed, and in the puppy stakes bad the decis¬ 
ion been left to the judges, ns in the brace stakes, 
to decide wliich were the three best dogs, 
dogs, or had the penally for flushing been abolished as in 
the champion siukea, a native as.suredly would not have 
come to the frbsL Taken all in all, it is a square defeat 
for the natives. anTtull well have the blue bloods avenged 
the satire indulged in at them and their advocates by the 
champions of the natives. 

Without prejudice, but viewing the question hy practical 
results we cannot but regard Itaseflectually scltliug the ques¬ 
tion of superiority between tlio two strains of dogs. The 
charge of preparation can nut he applied to the imported 
progeny any m-ire than to the n itives, for, from evidence 
which cannot bo doubted,we are assured that every exertion 
was made and nothing was lacking whith would bring 
the natives to the score in proper form. But of which 
two of the native dogs can the same be said ns of the St. 
Liuia Kennel Club’s eniries—Drake and Erin? Both can 
with truth be said to be first sea.son dogs. Up to the end of 
May lull Erin was unbroksrit and Drake had no work in the 
Oield until August last; yet Drake was first in the champion 
class, and together they swept the brace stakes. 

But for the mistake in framiug the rules penalizing three 
for flushing, which made it count equal to eight, and that 
there was not sufficient allowed for pace and style to coun¬ 
teract the def ecu of a slow, pottering dog, Igahellu would 
not have won the puppy stakes. This was not only recog¬ 
nized by the spectators, but also by the judges, who, in 
their report, recommended a change in the rules, and 
stated that under them they were compelled to award the 
first prize in the Puppy stakes to the dog which they did 
not consider the beat. The opiuion was generally enter¬ 
tained that Mr. Davidson bad been suiart enough to see 
that a dog which could be prevented from committing an 
error was safe to win over one of dash and superior style, 
and had trained Isabella accordingly. Of thi.s of course wc 
do not know, no more than what the would have done bad 
she been trained and run as the others were. We can only 
Judge from what we saw; "ifs" are not admiasable, and tak- 
tng her as we saw her woik we are forced to say we should 
be eorry to be compelled to bunt over a dog as 
painfully slow aa she was. Her gsit wss fu- 
nereal in the extreme, and her style anything but attractive, 
being cat-like, and giving the impression that Intimidation 
had been used. The object of field trials being to develop 
the qualities moat valued in field work, it Is beyond ques¬ 
tion to consider a dog with a alow, crouching gait superior 

one with dash and style, and therefor* itbe rule which 


gives encourageiiicnt to such nerds amending. Rather 
would we have Ihi* dog with da>h and e'yle.even though with 
his quarter horse spveil he did ocoasiunally llu>b, than the 
one whose slow gait woulil deprive,' pleasure of its zest and 
convert it into labor. There is little doubt that the rules 
will he so aiiiended that a flush will uot count more than a 
lost opuorlunily, and not us in the |>uppy stakes equal to 
eight, five for toe lost opportunity and three for flushing. 

It is only by practical experience that we learn, and there¬ 
fore the lesson of these Held trials will not he without 
ellecl. There are many tbinga which need mending before 
we appniximutc to perfection. Every sporlaman knows 
that it is equally discouraging to a dog aa to a man, to hunt 
for hours with out getting a point; also how discouraging it 
is to a dog 10 flush oirda three or four times 
before bis point and not to shoot at them; there 
are many instances on record of dogs leaving those with 
whom they have been hunting where two or three birds 
have been missed, and returning home. Some dogs’ enthu¬ 
siasm is aroused after Ihe first bird or two has been killed 
over them, and others again become so excited after two or 
three birds have been killed before their iMiints, that they 
lose their heads and act wildly, either flushing or break¬ 
ing shot. Some again retrieve the first bird well, while 
others, from beeoiiHng excited, badly. Since field trials arc 
intended to assimulale as nearly as possible to ordinary 
every day work in the field, it is necessary that the qualities 
of the dogs should be tested ns thoroughly as iu such work, 
therefore where trials are held, birds should be plenty and 
each rise from a jKiint should be shot at. Only in this way 
can the true qualifications of the dogs bo brought out. Un- 
foitunntely at Memphis, either from a lack of good feeding 
grounds, or some one gelling in the preserves and shooting 
them, the birds were very scarce, and consequently, with 
hut very few exceptions, not more than one rise in every 
four WHS shot, which we claim was not sufficient to test the 
docs prepcriy. Ou this subject we shall by-and-by have 
something further to say, but in conclnsion "are compelled 
to award the full meed of )iraisc to the winning dogs, for 
the scarcity of game and long trials many of them had be¬ 
fore finding, make their victory doubly great. 

Exoush and French Rack Houses.— The amendment 
olTcred by Lord Falmouth to the existiug code of racing 
law, if adopted, will exclude all foreign bted horses from 
the English turf. There never has been any great inter¬ 
change of racing between France and England, for although 
foreign bred horses are allowed to start on Englith oourses 
without exception, the French have been singularly clanish 
n this respect, the penalties imposed by their clubs upon 
tort igu bred horses being so exce.ssive that they are uaiunilly 
debarred from starting. The successes of the French breii 
tiorses on the English turf, which amounted to a Derhy. 8 t. 
Leger, Oaks, Two Thousand and One Thousand GiiincHS 
has had attention directed more strongly than ever to the 
French bred horses which have appeared on the English 
luif and in retaliation for this exclusiveness thel proposed 
amendtiicni will meet with favor. A French bred colt, the 
winner of the Middle Park and DcAliurst plates, is now 
quoted favorite for the Derby of 1877, and as he defeated 
soine of the best English two-year-olds, the disiiosition to 
inflict the amendinent wtll not abate one jot. For several 
years various suggestions have been nmde with a view of 
placing their ’'form ’ more tburoughly within the knowledge 
of the English liandicappers. The secret of the superiority 
ofiheFrenchbredhor.se is not difficult to discover, and 
probably its greatest influence may be attribulod to the 
prevalence of long courses, and the absence, except 
m the case of two-year-olds, of short ones. 
Tbe bane of Ihe English ineelinga are that they 
are much too liber.dly studded with short dashes from a 
mile dowu to biihg out horses that can slay ovi r a distance 
of ground. But wliile coinparisiinsare being mude between 
home and foreign reared horses, the superior advantages in 
the way of climate offered in France should not be over¬ 
looked; for while yearlings ate liouaed in England to jiro- 
lect them from the weather, their rivals In France are sllll 
capering in their paddocks. an>l gaining strength by healthy 
exercise. American horsemen know well the aavantages 
accorded to young bloodstock reared in Kentucky over those 
attained by Nurlbern bred youngsters. 


Baltimore Bench Snow.—The year 1877 will open pro¬ 
pitiously for the sporting fraternity, even as 1876 opened, 
with the bench show of dogs to be held at Baltimore. That 
it will be a success we have not the slightest doubt, for 
many reasons: first, those exhibitors, and tbeir name is le¬ 
gion that were disgusted with the "Commission show” at 
Philadelphia, will be anxious to have their dogs put fairly 
on their merits at a show where “Commissiimers" are not; 
secoudly, the gentlemen who arc engineering Ihe whole en¬ 
terprise, are men of understanding and ahiiily, who have 
secured Mr. Lincoln, the mosi efficient and reliable super- 
intendeni, and given him supreme control of the interior 
economy of the show; thirdly, the prize list Is of a most lib- 
iral ami alluring description; tl, 6 C 0 are given in cash, and 
arc lilierally distrihuied amongst all vari¬ 
eties of dogs according to their use and 
abundance iu this cuuutry. Nor are the committee 
of management satisfied a ilh these mere cash donations,but 
are bestirring Iheiiiseivci manfully to raise a grand 
list of extra pri'zes to supplement the already liberal allot¬ 
ment. Mr. J. Addison Smith heads the list of subsidiary prize 
donors with a hund-ome breech loader, and be it tollowcd 
already by Mr. Alexander McComas wlio piesenls a Swiss 
rifle, and Mr. Chas. Bancroft whose artistic tastes induce 
him to present an oil painting. These arc but the 
first fruits of the efforit. Messia. Smith snd Symington, 
we are certain will niake everything connected 
with the show, such that no man need fear to trust his dog 
to them, or of not having fair play.

Oo Monday morutng. No?. tSth. the Aeld trlali or the TouoeaMe 
Bute SporUmen's AMOClatlon for iBTit were Inaugurated. The trials 
were held on Mr. Oreenlaw'a piantallon, 12 tnllet below Memphla, 
00 the MetnpbU A Charleeton Railroad. At 6 o'clock each morning 
a epccial train left the depot at .Memphis, and the grounds at 
half-past 6 In the e?eolng. 

The trials were on quails. 

In the puppy stakes, the llrsl one run. the puppies were run singly, 
hot in the cbamploo sUkes they were run in brsoes. The night before 
each atake was run the ownere drew for the order of ranning. 

In the puppy etakes. Mr. John DaTidson's bitch Isabella won the first 
place, and Pride of the Hoath and Connlese tied for aecond and third 
money, which Captain Henry and Mr. Wheatly dlrlded. Allbtmgh lea- 
bella won, yet it was generally conceded that some of Ibose ebe best 
were better, notably CapUin Henry’s Pride of the South, Mr. Wbeslly's 
Countess, and Mr. Smith's Clip, the latter of which was the moat atyllsh 
and faaUat goer of them all, with a remark¬ 
ably fine note. Clip la n second edition of Lewellln's Ooauteas, 
if the portraite of Countess are any criieriou to Judge from. 
Mr. Wbealley'a Countess and Capl. Heory's Pride are two very killing 
doge, and good eno .gh for any one. Isa'»ella‘s pace was wretchedly 
slow, while she lacked atyle equally as much as she did pace. 

U was soon discovered that the penalty of three for flushing counted 
•o materially against a dog Chat It was easy for a alow one to win 
over one of daab and etyle, so long as the clog was prevented from 
committing an error. It was generally believed that Mr. Davldaoo had 
been smart enough to see the troperfeclion in the roles, and 
had trained bis bitch accordingly. It is impossible to 
say whether this is so or not, hot certain it Is that, 
whatever Isaheila may have been, broken differently, 
ebe appeared In the trials shs waa not very taking to the specuior. 
as few fporismen would wish to go at a funeral gait all day. The judges 
viewed her iu common with others, and in the report on Friday even 
log at the conclusion of the trials recorotoended tbstthe rules should 
be changed so as to abolish the penalty for flushing, and to increase the 
polnUfor pace audstyle, giving as a reason that nnder the rnlea they 
had been compelled to award the first prize In the poppy stakee to the 
one they did not consider the best among the pnppies ran. 

On Monday evening when the entries for the Champion and Brace 
Stakee closed, the owners of the dogs having seen through the 
error in the rules unanimously voted to abolish the penalty 
for flushing. At the same time it was also voted that in the Champion 
stakes each dog ebonld be allowed five opportnultles for pointing, iu 
atead of aa provided by the rules that as a brace they should have ten 
and that If one dog ran bis score out. the other sboulrt 
be run stone until he bad bis five opportunitlea to point 
which was wise, luasmucb as before, one dog in the 
brace may have got the opportuniiiee and the 
other dog none, and all thniugh no fault of bit, but because be 
had not got where the birds were, at when run In braces oue dog ms) 
be at one end of the field while the other is at another. 

The Champion Slakes were woo by Drake let, Stafford 2d and Paris 
$d. In the Brace Stakes Drake and Krln got let, Stafford and Maude 
Sd and Paris aud Pride of the South Sd. 

The judges bad a bartl time of it as well ss the dogs 
since the birds were very scarce, which protracted the 
trials, running (hem over from Wednesday to Friday night 
bat they discbsrged tbeir duties conscientiously as was expected from 
their well known iolegrily, and It is bolleved. with satisfaction to even 
the defeated. 

The prophecy of a year ago that the natives wonid he ewept when the 
sdooe of imported blood had reached their matnro form, was verified 
to the letter; cousequently the anti-blue bloods were, after the triale 
blue, for such a crushing defeat was not looked for. 

Old Probabilities bebsved worse than even Draco, Border, or Leo, for 
more nncomfurtable weather be conld not have given. For ten 
days before the trials be plugged np all the reservoirs, and 
on Tuesday took out the plugs aud teul (belr contents in each quant! 
ties aa to wet every one through, so much so as to compel s temporary 
•oapension of the trials. 

However, Memphis sportsmen are of the rrsms ds ta crams and 
when with them moch cau be pot op with from Old Probe or any 
source, aud so every one made the beat of It. and all were glad It was 
not worse. 

In the Brace Stakes Mijor James M. Taylor of Lexington. Ky., was 
snbetltuted for Mr. J. U. Whiteman, who was prevented by business 
engagements from serving any longer.

After some 
litiie be fouud asiitgie birJ, and pointed staunchly: bird was flushed, 
hut uot shot at, wheu he dropped to wiug. Havlug had five opportuui- 
ties to point be wus (akeu up. Down the second time fiU luiuutes. 

Lawson, worked by bis breaker, Cap(. W. W. Tucker, was then put 
dowu iu the vauie piece of woods, aud flushed a covey, which settled Iu 
ihe Opposite maple grove, lulo which the dog was aeul, when it 
wss diacuvered they were iu the hmuebes of the trees, and they quickly 
flushed themselves. The coru field ;idjoiuiug was tbeu drawu, wheu 
Border, following iu the rear ou the chain, puiuted a covey with the 
wind ou bis quarter. Pride and Lawson were brought up and both 
backed. Tbe birds were flushed by 'J'ucker. who msde a double shut. 
Ijiwsou was not tried to retrieve, as be does not. The birds were 
marked dowu Iu the adjoiiiiug corn field where I.Aawaou was sent iu; 
bepoiuled oo sceut, iimved ou, aud soon after flushed a brace 
of birds. aud dropped to wing; ordered on he flushed 
single birds twice Iu successioD and was taken up. lime dowu, one 
hour. 

Kaity was put down nsxl and worked, by Mr. Blerbower, in a low rag 
weed patch, and poiuted on a aiugie bird squalled to a sioail bole Id the 
bare grouuA Tbe bird, after a secoud or two, rau In eight of the bitch 
aud Judges, hutshe held her pointas stsuDcb aa a rock. Bd. Wallace, 
who shut for Blerbower, flushed and killed the bird; abe did not drop 
but stoiid Orm; 00 being sent ou to aee If she would retrieve she 
wheeled aud poiuted a siDgle bird finely. Wallace flushed aud killed 
bird, when she broke shot. Bbe would not retrieve it. 
Croeelug over to the hedjn near the com field, abe 
came to a poiut. when Kate U waa bmught up to 
■ee If abe woula back, which abe failed to do. As uo bird could be 
flashed before her point, It was scored a false one for Ratty, aud Mr. 
Blerbower requested uermisaloii of tbe judges to take her up, which 
they granted. 1 line down, 86 minutes. 

Kale U.« worked by her owner and hrsiaker, O. W. Campbell, was pot 
down in a deld of sedge grave, which waa drawn blauk.

The scattered bevy were found In a Colton field, wbeu Clip made 
three points in successiou on siugle birds; oo each one beiug duahed 
sbe dropped to wiug. Sbe was t^eu up having bad tbe requisite num¬ 
ber of opportunities to point. Time dowu. two hours iinu tweny-two 
minutes. 

Ktirl was put down In tbe same cotton field on tbe remainder of tbe 
scattered bevy, and was worked by ber owuer. Captain >V. W. Tucker. 
Sbe quickly got two points in successiou ou single oirds. The first bird 
was Oijsbed sud klllM by Tucker; she dropped torbot.did not retrieve;

SnooTiNo Spectacles. —A fnvorite subject of the Eng¬ 
lish cumic pnpers is the siiortsmcn of other countries, iind 
more cspoclttlly of France. He is usuiilly represented as 
sallying forth in gorgeous attire, with a gun of curious 
workinansliip and carved Htock slung over his shoulders by 
a strap,aad accompanied by some such canine companion as 
a greyhound or a "boul dogue.” In the fleld or covert he is 
described as tiring recklessly, often with both barrels at a 
time, at every lark, or other living creature which may be 
unlucky enough lo cross his path, and, besides these eccen¬ 
tricities, jeopartlising continually the lives of his two legged 
companions by the wildness of his aim. There is a great 
deal of exaggeration, not to say vanity and bad taste, in the 
representaioD. But it cannot be denied that the cha$» eur a.s 
he buckles on his armor feels some lillle trepidation as lo 
bis possible adventures The «faa which characterises the 
French soldier in bailie is hardly leas remarkable in the 
sportsman who wages more peaceful war against the red- 
legged partridge, and the consequence is a formidable list 
of wounded ehatserirt at the end of each season. Tbe in¬ 
juries are not, it is true, often mortal, but ihey result not at 
all unfrequenlly, as in the late case of the director of the 
“Journal des Debate," in the permanent loss of eyesight. 
The prevalence of similar accidents has induced a French 
doctor to invent a protection against them, and Ihc inven¬ 
tion has been duly exhibited for the admiration of the Aca¬ 
demy of Medicine. It is nothing more elaborate than a 
simple pair of spectacles made of the new “toughened'’ 
glass. Against this barrier the stray pclloU discharged by 
an awkward inark.sman rattle with innocent violence, and 
ibo viciiin, though ho may be killed outright, cun hardly bo 
blinded It is clear that this may be only a step towards a 
further system of defensive arming. Bporianien may in 
lime learn lo adopt buckram suits of tremendous resisting 
power, and go forth U) the campaign in shot-proof dresse.i 
lo the style of ancient crusa<lera or modem Inmclad shljis.

REVOLVERS USING METALLIC 
AMMUNITION. 

FIRST REPORT on Kete Model Colt and Smith & Wet- 
ton Revolteri. Made at National Armory, December 
27, 1872. 

Natioxad Ammoiit, Sprinokield, Mass., ) 
December 27, 1872. ) 

Siu: In accordance with your instruc¬ 
tions, I have tested three Smith & Wesson 
revolvers (new model) and the Colt’s revol¬ 
ver (new model), subuiitled by Gen. W. B. 
Franklin, and have the honor to make the 
following report thereon : 

[DSSCRimOM OMITTED. J 

The new model Colt revolver is not an 
alteration of their old revolver for paper 
cartridges, as is the model now in service. 
It is made with a solid frame, inclosing the 
cylinder, and into which the barrel is screw¬ 
ed. The cylinder is of greater diameter and 
a little shorter than the old one. The hand 
which rotates the cylinder is an improve¬ 
ment, having two fingers, one of which re¬ 
inforces the othejv giving a considerable 
gain of power. The elector is similar to 
the old one, but one end of the ejector tube 
Is set in the frame, the other being fastened 
to the barrel by a screw. The base pin is 
held in place by a screw through the frame. 


Thls^revolvcr is supplied with a safety notch, on which it 
can be carried without the tiring pin touching the catridge. The 
other parts are essentially the same as in the old model. 

As required by the instructions from Ordnance Office, I give 
below the details of the tests to which the revolvers have been 
subjected ; 

[details omitted.] 

The Colt revolver was first fired three hundred rounds with 
service amniunition, allowing it to cool after each hundred 
rounds. No difficulty was experienced from it, and only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one waa found to be defective 
in fulminate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it waa allowed to leiuain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again tired up to two hundred rounds, 
with two catridges failing to explode. One of these exploded at 
second trial and the other with the punch and bauiiiier. 

The Colt and one of the Smith & Wesson were then fired for 
accuracy at fifty yards. A target of ten shots with each gave 
mean absolute deviation—for Colt, 3.11 in; for the Smith & Wes¬ 
son, 4.39 in. 

Both revolvers were then placed in a close box connected with 
the pulverizer, and well sanded. The sand did not afl'ect the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yard.s distance for pene¬ 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots with each was— 
for the Colt, 4.1 in.; for Ihc Smith & Wesson, 3.35 in. 

The Smith & Wesson waa then fired one hundred rounds and 
the Colt two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with either, only a slight increase in friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. One cartridge failed to ex,>l<xle in the 
Cult and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The one failiug in the 
Colt was exploded with a centre punch. Six of those fiiiling in 
the Smith & Wesson exjiloded at second trial, one at third trial, 
and the other one was without fulminate. 

I Bulljr tried the “Leet” cutridgei in the Colt revolver to tacerlain 
the effect of bnratlag through the cap, sa they had done with the Smith 
A Wesson. The cartridges were taken from the aauie hox. and ahont 
twenty of them from the same package oa those I bat burst iu Ihe Smith 
& Wesson revolvers, bnt out of eighty Sred none burst. At tbs same lima, 
of four cartridges from thia package dred in the Smith A Wesson revolver 
two burst as before. 

The Smith A Wesson revolvers have been dred respectively ItS'.l, HOC and 
8l5rounde; the Colt ahont 800 rounds. The better working of the Colt Is 
noticeable thronghont. No difficulty has been found with It, while the 
Bmith A Wesson baa several times clogged to such an extent as to render it 
almost Impossible to cock it. This clogging is moat liible to occur lo cold 
and dry weather, when the fouling is allowed lo harden on the piece. 
The lengtheiiiiig of the “collar" was Intended to overcome this liability 
to clog, as developed In the mo lei now Iu the hands of Ihe troo|>a, and 
has, no doubt, reduced It. The cylinder stop la ala i an improvement, 
and the strengthening of parts, which is the object of most of Ibe chauges, 
has ma a better weapon than the old one. hut I still regard it as rather de¬ 
licate for general service. The two parts of this revolver vthicb broke 
during the trial may have contained defects, but these and other parts of It 
are of such a character as lo develupdefects Iu the manufacture. 

A great objection to this arm la the difficulty t>f dismounting for cleaning 
and re assembling IL Though Improved Iu this respect by the marking of 
the gear and frame and the change In the rack, soldiers generally would still 
And It complicated. 

The only superiority it can claim over Ihe Colt Is the gntaler rapidity 
of ejecting the empty cases. I think that In ibec ise of jmor ammunition 
and the bursting of the heads of cartridges in the two srms. the Smith A 
Wesson could more readily be relieved from the consequent clogging than 
the Colt. 

In the Colt the number of the parts Is less, they are more simple and 
stronger, and are not subjected to,as great strains as those In Ihe Bmith A 
Wesson. It can be dismounted for cleaning by drawing one screw and 
slipping ont tbc base pin. and reassembled with the same ease. 

I have no healtatlon In declaring the Colt revolver su|<erior In most 
respects, and much betteradapted lo the wauts of the army than the Smith A 
Wesson.
